Against Annexation

I believe the tremendous costs 
to the present resident taxpay­ 
ers of our city were we to annex 
th« 6513 acres in the Rolling 
Hills area would be an unbear­ 
able load of bonded indebted­ 
ness for years to come.

I agree with the school board 
in opposing this issue. I take a 
dim view of supporting this un­ 
developed area financially.

Any revenues which this pros­ 
pective sub-ivision may bring 
aTe still far off in the future.

I heartily suggest that we 
wait until the development of 
the area is fully completed and 
the area is settled with tax- 
paying Desidents!

Then take plenty of time and 
•cosideratlon and study what the 
benefits would bo and then 
bring the idea before the Tor­ 
rance voters for a municipal 
vote on the annexation issue.

I believe the City Fathers 
should become thoroughly ac­ 
quainted with all present and 
future aspect* of this annexa­ 
tion issue. But t feel it is not up 
to them alone either to decide 
for or against annexation.

That is up to the voice of the 
people which must be heard 
a.nd decide one way or the 
other. After all, "they pay the 
fiddler," so let them decide if 
they want to take the risk of 
long term taxation and heavy 
costs!

I look with dismay even at 
the present planning needs and 
rosfs for jnst th(» rdurnffonal

facilities and upkeep, besides 
our already accepted costs for 
the new municipal property, 
buildings, etc.

We are heavily bonded and 
taxed enough for the present! 
Our population and purse ,is 
mainly that of t h e industrial 
working class who cannot af­ 
ford more debts, nor carry a tax 
load burden to please corpora- 
tio-builders!

I hope our home people will 
bo alert to these extravagant 
costs and out-lay to themselves.

The repair, upkeep, and per­ 
sonnel needed later for parks, 
streets, utilities, 'water mains, 
reservoirs sewers, etc; the gar­ 
bage and trash collections; more 
service trucks, equipment, per­ 
sonnel, etc; the extensive need 
for more police personnel, pa­ 
trol cars, equipment, etc.—all of 
which are here minimized—will 
be heavily increased and word 
doubled within each divisional 
office and department requiring 
the extension of many unfor- 
seen services.

I say, let all sub-division and 
corporations pay their own way 
op. costs. Annexation late* 
should only mean a desire to be 
a section or part of our town.
